Alberta  slaughter  lambs  traded  lower  during  August  to  average  between 
$81.50  and  $84.50  per  cwt.  at  Lanbco.  While  the  supply  of  slaughter  animals  is 
adequate  for  the  present  market,  volumes  are  below  last  year's  level.  These 
reduced  volumes  are  a  reflection  of  the  movement  of  fresh  lamb  at  the  retail 
level.  With  the  present  price  spread  between  fresh  lamb  and  alternate  red  meats, 
there  is  a  reduced  consumer  interest  for  fresh  lamb.  Similarly,  retailers  have 
little  interest  in  featuring  fresh  lamb. 

The  Toronto  market  also  declined  during  August  with  a  monthly  average  price 
of  $86.60  per  cwt.,  $1.73  lower  than  last  month.  This  market  has  been  far  less 
volatile  than  usual  reflecting  the  narrower  demand. 

The  outlook  for  Alberta  slaughter  lamb  in  September  calls  for  steady 
prices.  Price  strength  will  be  prevented  by  the  narrow  price  differential 
between  Alberta  and  eastern  markets.  Also,  the  volume  of  fresh  lamb  moving  at 
the  retail  level  will  have  a  downward  pressure  on  demand  for  slaughter  lambs.

Pare  all    ragged  or  separated  norn  and  sole.     Re  iove  all   horn  or  sole  covering   infected  areas  and  pockets. 

Pare  a   little  diseased  tissue  at  a   time  until  you  have  removed  eve rv  oocket,  crevice  and  crack  fron  the  infected 
foot.     Cut  off  all   tissue  that  has  separated  from  the  foot  and  all   tissue  that  shows  evidence  of  infection. 
Probe  carefully  for  hidden  or  deep  pockets  of   infection.      If  necessary,  cut  healthy  tissue  to  reacn  tne  infected 
areas.     After  trimming,   re-examine  the  foot   to  make  sure  all   diseased  tissue  has  been  removed.

Keep  them  isolated  from  the  convalescen    group  and  the  clean 
group.     Repeat  treatment  every  day  for  two  weeks.     If  it   is  possible,  place  the  foot     ath  where  sneep  will  have 
to  go  through-  the  troughs  of  disinfectant  to  reach  their  normal   feeding  area.     Set  up  oanels  or  fences  to  prevent 
sheep  from  jumping  over  or  going  around  the  troughs.     With  such  an  arrangement,   sheep  seldom  have  to  be  driven 
through  the  bath.

Alberta  slaughter  volumes  remained  below  year  ago  levels  during  September. 
At  the  retail  level  lamb  prices  remained  at  a  high  premium  to  both  beef  and  pork 
but  demand  matched  supply.  Prices  improve  early  in  the  month  and  then  remained 
steady.    US  buyers  were  active  in  the  southern  part  of  the  province. 

Toronto  prices  trended  down  through  the  month  on  seasonally  light 
deliveries  and  steady  but  narrow  demand.  US  prices  weakened  towards  the  end 
of  the  month. 

Strengthening  beef  and  pork  prices  during  October /November  should  reduce 
the  spread  between  lamb  prices  and  prices  of  these  meats  and  dispel  some  of 
the  consumers  buying  resistance.  However,  volumes  should  continue  to  be 
seasonally  light  and  whilst  price  strength  is  possible  the  likely  trend  is  for 
steady  prices  over  the  next  few  weeks.

The  Alberta  price  range  indicates  the  difference  in  the  backdoor  price  and  the 
shrunk  price  paid  for  lambs  at  Innisfail. 

Producers  looking  to  the  Toronto  market  for  price  comparisons  cannot  get  a  price 
quotation  corresponding  exactly  to  the  type  of  lamb  sold  in  Alberta.  Differences 
also  occur  in  the  types  of  marketing  between  direct  sales  at  Lambco  and  stockyard 
sales  in  Toronto.

Pare  a  little  diseased  tissue  at  a  time  until  you  have  removed  everv  oocket,  crevice  and  crack  from  the  infected 
fooc.     Cut  off  all   tissue  that  has  separated  from  the  foot  and  all   tissue  that  shows  evidence  of  infection. 
Probe  carefully  for  hidden  or  deep  pockets  of  infection.     If  necessary,  cut  healthy  tissue  to  reacn  the  infected 
areas.     After  trimming,   re-examine  the  foot  to  make  sure  all  diseased  tissue  has  been  removed. 

FOOT  BATH:     Use  10^  formalin  or  20%  copper  sufalte  solution  (2  lb.   per  gallon  of  water)   to  deoth  of  W    in  trough. 
Sheep  should  move  through  the  foot  bath  very  slowly  (five  minutes  per  sheep  for  the  treatment  to  oe  effective). 
Make  sure  that  sheep  do  not  hold  one  foot  out  of  the  bath.     Do  not  allow.sheeo  to  run  through  the  bath.  Afrac 
treatment  hold  sneep   In  a  concrete  or  wooden  drain  pen  for  several  minutes.     Then  remove  them  to  c i ean  pasture 
that  has  been  free  from  sheep  for  two  weeks.     Keep  them  isolated  from  the  convalescen    group  and  the  clean 
group.     Repeat  treatment  every  day  for  two  weeks.     If  it   is  possible,  place  the  foot     ath  where  sneep  will  have 
to  go  through  the  troughs  of  disinfectant  to  reach  their  normal   feeding  area.     Set  up  panels  or  fences  to  prevent 
sheep  from  jumping  over  or  going  around  the  troughs.     With  such  an  arrangement,  sheep  seldom  have  to  be  driven 
through  the  bath.     For  larger  flocks,  use  a  trough  8"  wide,  8"  deep  and  10'  long.

Prices  of  slaughter  lambs  in  Alberta  in  October  fell  below  prices  recorded 
during  September,  but  remained  strong  relative  to  year  ago  levels.  Volumes 
averaged  below  last  year's  level,  reflecting  the  drop  in  sheep  and  lamb 
inventories  on  Alberta  farms. 

October  prices  in  the  Toronto  market  strengthened  against  September  prices  and 
averaged  almost  $12  per  cwt  above  corresponding  1984  price  levels.  Price 
increases  were  registered  in  each  successive  week  throughout  October. 

The  outlook  for  Alberta  lamb  prices  in  November  is  for  continued  strength, 
supported  by  a  general  rise  in  other  red  meat  prices  and  reduced  sheep  and  lamb 
inventories  throughout  North  America.

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MERLIN  THE  VIDEO  STAR  WORKS  MAGIC  ON  EWES 


REECES  CORNERS,  ONTARIO  -  Technology  has  saved  Bill  Duf field  a  lot  of  time 
and  about  $300  in  air  fares  and  helped  him  buy  a  top  Alberta  ram  for  the  50 
ewes  on  his  farm  here. 

Duffield,  who  keeps  a  close  eye  on  agricultural  agencies'  performance 
tests  on  animals,   spotted  the  ram  he  wanted,  named  Merlin,  on  a  computer 
printout  on  high-performance  rams.     "I  follow  the  test  station  results  pretty 
closely . " 

Merlin,   owned  by  Lloyd  Pickard  of  Olds,  Alberta,   showed  up  on  the 
printouts  as  the  "top  performer  in  Alberta  for  two  years  in  a  row."  said 
Duffield,     "It's  the  first  time  an  animal  has  been  the  top  animal  at  a  test 
station  for  two  years  in  a  row.     It  shows  the  blood  line  of  the  animal  must  be 
pretty  good." 

Normally,   if  Duffield  wanted  to  buy  a  ram  from  another  flock,  he  would 
have  to  pick  it  out  in  person.     But  this  time  he  asked  John  Knapp ,  an  Alberta 
government  sheep  specialist,   for  a  videotape  of  the  top  10  rams  —  including 
Merlin . 

Knapp  made  the  videotape  and  sent  it  to  Duffield,  who  promptly  bought 
Merlin  for  $950. 

"It  cost  me  about  $5  to  get  the  tape  and  it  would  have  cost  me  more  than 
$300  to  fly  out  to  Alberta  to  have  a  look  at  the  rams,  so  it  saved  quite  a  bit 
of  money."  said  Duffield.     He  said  the  project  marked  "the  first  time  that  I 
know  of  that  an  animal  has  been  purchased  from  a  videotape  and  a  computer"  and 
also  "the  first  time  a  videotape  has  been  sent  off  to  a  prospective  customer." 

If  it  was  the  first,  Duffield  expects  it  won't  be  the  last.     "This  could 
be  the  way  things  will  go  in  the  sheep  business  from  now  on."

FOOTROT 


Footrot  is  one  of  five  notifiable  diseases  included  in  the  Livestock 
Diseases  Act  of  the  Government  of  Alberta.     Flocks  known  to  have  footrot  are 
placed  under  a  quarantine  which  limits  their  sales  of  sheep  to  slaughter 
animals  only.     There  are  currently  about  AO  flocks  in  Alberta  quarantined  for 
footrot.     While  the  list  of  quarantined  flocks  is  not  available  to  the  general 
public,   the  provincial  Sheep  Specialists  and  Sheep  Technicians  do  have  a 
copy.     Before  purchasing  any  sheep,  producers  are  strongly  advised  to  check 
with  one  of  these  people  to  see  if  the  flock  they  are  considering  buying  from 
is  under  quarantine. 


While  signs  of  lameness  in  a  flock  are  an  indication  of  footrot,  sheep 
have  been  known  to  carry  the  bacteria  which  causes  footrot  for  long  periods  of 
time  without  showing  any  signs  of  lameness.     This  is  especially  true  during 
the  cold  winter  months.     Footrot  is  a  very  expensive  and  time-consuming 
disease  to  eradicate  from  a  flock,  so  it  is  not  possible  to  be  too  careful  in 
avoiding  it. 


Producers  who  suspect  they  may  have  footrot  should  contact  their  local 
veterinarian,   their  sheep  technician  or  the  Health  Management  Branch  (Edmonton 
-  Dr.  Ralph  Shute  -  436-9343,  Airdrie  -  Dr.  Ray  Fenton  -  948-6868)  of  Alberta 
Agriculture  for  information  and  assistance  in  setting  up  an  eradication 
program.

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council,  pursuant  to  section  10 
of  The  Livestock  Diseases  Act,  1971,  makes  regulations  in  accordance 
with  the  Appendix  hereto  attached,  being  The  Sheep  Foot  Rot  Regula- 
tions. 

PETER  LOUGHEED  (Chairman). 
THE  SHEEP  FOOT  ROT  REGULATIONS 

1.  In  these  regulations 

(a)  "animal  processing  plant"  includes  abattoirs,  packing  plants 
and  frozen  food  locker  plants; 

(b)  "affected"  means  affected  with  foot  rot; 

(c)  "foot  rot"  means  the  contagious  disease  of  sheep  caused  by  the 
bacterium  Fusiformis  nodosus; 

(d)  "owner"  means  the  owner  of  the  sheep  and  includes  the  person 
who  appears  to  be  responsible  for  the  sheep; 

(e)  "quarantine"  means  isolating  sheep  and  flocks  of  sheep  from 
other  sheep  and  includes  prohibiting  other  sheep  from  coming 
into  contact  with  the  sheep  and  the  flocks  of  sheep  that  have 
been  isolated; 

(f)  "sheep"  means  domestic  sheep  of  all  ages. 

2.  (1)  Where  sheep  are  suspected  of  being  or  are  confirmed  as 
being  affected,  the  owner  shall  quarantine  the  sheep  and  the  flock  in 
which  the  sheep  are  found. 

(2)  The  quarantine  must  remain  in  effect  during  the  period  of 
time  that  sheep  are  affected  and  the  veterinary  inspector  may,  when 
he  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  proper  to  do  so,  order  that  the  quarantine 
remain  in  effect  for  a  period  of  time  after  the  sheep  that  were  affected 
are  cured. 

(3)  Where  the  veterinary  inspector  orders  that  the  quarantine  re- 
main in  effect  after  the  sheep  that  were  affected  are  cured,  he  shall 
notify  the  owner  of  the  sheep  of  the  period  of  time  that  the  quarantine 
shall  remain  in  effect. 

3.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  control  and  eradication  of  foot  rot,  a 
veterinary  inspector  may  place  such  restrictions  as  he  considers  proper 
upon  the  entrance,  exit  and  use  of  any  premises  or  areas  and  he  shall 
prescribe  the  period  of  time  that  the  restrictions  shall  remain  in  effect. 

4.  (1)  No  person  shall  offer  for  sale,  sell,  or  remove  sheep  that 
are  quarantined  without  the  written  permission  of  a  veterinary  in- 
spector. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  these  regulations,  the  owner  of 
sheep  that  are  quarantined  may 

(a)  destroy  the  sheep,  or 


(b)  consign  the  sheep  directly  to  an  animal  processing  plant  for  18 

slaughter 

without  the  permission  of  the  veterinary  inspector. 

(3)  When  the  owner  of  sheep  disposes  of  the  sheep  pursuant  to 
subsection  (2)  he  shall  advise  the  veterinary  inspector  of  such. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  subsection  (3),  when  the 
owner  disposes  of  sheep  pursuant  to  subsection  (2),  clause  (b)  he  shall 
advise  the  person  receiving  the  sheep  on  behalf  of  the  animal  processing 
plant  that  the  sheep  are  under  quarantine. 

(5)  When  an  animal  processing  plant  receives  sheep  consigned  to 
it  pursuant  to  subsection  (2),  clause  (b)  it  shall  keep  the  sheep 
quarantined  and  slaughter  them  forthwith. 

5.  (1)  The  veterinary  inspector  may  prescribe  the  method  of  treat- 
ing affected  sheep. 

(2)  When  a  method  of  treatment  is  prescribed  pursuant  to  sub- 
section (1)  the  owner  shall  treat  the  sheep  in  accordance  with  the 

prescribed  method. 

6.  No  person  shall  put  into  a  grazing  reserve  or  a  community 
pasture  sheep  or  a  flock  that  contains  sheep  that  are  affected,  suspected 
of  being  affected  or  that  are  quarantined. 

7.  Sheep  shall  not  be  brought  into  Alberta  if  they  or  the  flock 
from  which  they  originated  are  affected  or  have  been  affected  during 
the  preceding  six  months. 

8.  (1)  The  first  person  to  receive  sheep  brought  into  Alberta  must 
obtain  a  certificate  issued  by  a  veterinarian  familiar  with  the  sheep 
and  the  flock  from  which  they  originated  certifying  that  the  sheep  and 
the  flock  from  which  they  originated  are  not  affected  and  have  not 
been  affected  during  the  preceding  six  months. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (1)  where  sheep  are  brought  into 
Alberta  for  which  there  is  not  a  veterinary  certificate,  the  first  person 
to  receive  the  sheep  in  Alberta  shall  have  the  sheep  examined  by  a 
veterinary  inspector  forthwith.

Pare  all   ragged  or  separated  norn  and  sole.     Re  iove  all  horn  or  sole  covering  infected  areas  and  oockets. 

Pare  a   little  diseased  tissue  at  a  time  until  you  have  removed  everv  oocket,  crevice  and  crack  from  the  infected 
foot.     Cut  off  all  tissue  that  has  separated  from  the  foot  and  all   tissue  that  snows  evidence  of  infection. 
Probe  carefully  for  hidden  or  deep  pockets  of  infection.     If  necessary,  cut  healthy  tissue  to  reacn  the  infected 
areas.     After  trimming,  re-examine  the  foot  to  -nake  sure  all  diseased  tissue  has  been  removed. 

FOOT  eATH:     Use  10^  formalin  or  20%  copDer  sufalte  solution  (2  lb.  per  gallon  of  watef)   to  deoth  cf  k"  In  trough.

Afi*r 
treatment  hold  sneep  In  a  concrete  or  wooden  drain  pen  for  several   -nihutes.     Then  remove  them  :o  ciean  sasture 
that  has  been  free  from  sheep  for  two  weeks.     Keep  them  isolated  from  the  convalescen    group  and  the  ciean 
group.     Repeat  treatment  every  day  for  two  weeks.     If  it   is  possible,  place  the  foot    ath  where  sneep  will  have 
to  go  through'  the  troughs  of  disinfectant  to  reach  their  normal   feeding  area.     Set  up  oanels  or  fences  to  prevent 
sheep  from  jumping  over  or  going  around  the  troughs.     With  such  an  arrangement,  sheep  seldom  have  to  be  driven 
through  the  bath.     For  larger  flocks,  use  a  trough  8"  wide,  8"  deep  and  10'  long.

Hampshire 
breeders  worldwide  will  be  interested  in  the  December  23,  1985 
completion  date  of  the  five-year  quarantine  period  placed  on 
the  imported  Invincible  flock  of  Peggy  Newman,   Blackie,  Alberta. 

Newman,   a  progressive,   astute  Canadian  breeder,  had  the 
foresight  in  1980  to  realize  what  outcross  bloodlines  would 
be  able  to  offer  the  North  American  sheep  industry  today. 

One  ram  and  16  ewes  were  imported  from  the  flocks  of  H.C. 
Derryman,   Devon;  H.J.W.  Knight,  Wilts;  and  the  Shapwick 
flock  at  Dorset,   England.     The  sheep  were  flown  to  Mirabelle 
International  Airport  near  Montreal,  Quebec,  where  they 
spent  60  days  in  quarantine  before  being  transported  to  the 
property  of  Newman's  shepherd,   Brian  Willocks,   seven  miles 
from  the  Newman  farm.     There  the  flock  was  to  stay  until 
five  years  after  the  birth  of  the  first  lamb.     In  addition 
to  these  stringent  Agriculture  Canada  health  regulations, 
only  60  month  old  North  American  ewes  could  be  added  to  the 
confined  flock  for  breeding  purposes  with  the  condition  that 
the  animals  and  their  offspring  must  remain  with  the  controlled 
group  for  the  balance  of  the  quarantine  period  unless  slaughtered 

Invincible  Hampshires,  having  met  these  health  standards, 
are  now  able  to  offer  their  entire  lamb  crops  of  1984,  '85 
and  '86  at  the  1st  Invincible  Hampshire  Production  Sale  to 
be  held  Tuesday,  July  22,   1986,   the  day  following  the  World 
Congress  Sale.     The  excellent  facilities  of  the  Highwood 
Auction  Mart,   High  River,  Alberta,  will  be  the  location  for 
the  sale. 

Guest  consignors,   Chester  and  Rilla  Fowler,  Airdrie, 
Alberta,  will  offer  55  lots  of  Suffolk  lamb  and  yearling 
rams  and  ewes . 


SHEEP  INDUSTRY  IN  ALBERTA 
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The  sheep  industry  in  Alberta  has  a  few  strikes  against  it  as  do 
most  agricultural  industries.     Dry  summers,  high  feed  prices,  high  over- 
head   costs  ,  and  lower  than  we'd  1  ike . . . sel 1 ing  prices.     But... then 
again  the  sheep  industry  has  many  substantial  credits  on  its'  Bide. 

Canada... and  more  specifically  Alberta,   is  a  young  member   in  the 
International  Sheep  World.     In  fact,   some  may  say  we're  not  even  on  the  map! 
But  that's  not  all  bad. . .we  had  to  start  sometime.     We  have  had  the 
distinct  advantage  of  being  able  to  start  our  industry  off  on  the  right  foot. 
Our  province  and  country  has  a  young  industry  that  can  pay  very  close 
attention  to  productive  inputs,   marketing  capabilities  as  well  as,  how 
to  improve  our  animals  presentation  in  and  out  of  the  show  ring.  Alberta's 
sheep  industry  is  young,   innovative  and  very  hard  working. 

Alberta  has  basically  four  different  types  of  sheep  farming  that  are 
practised.     The  first  one  is  PUREBRED  sheep  production.     Purebred  sheep 
are  raised  to  produce  the   "foundation"   s tock ...  and ...  progeny  from  this 
"foundation"  usually  sell  as  registered  lambs  or  yearlings.     Most  of  the 
original  "foundation"   stock  that  was  brought  in  100  years  ago  is  of 
British  bloodlines.     Performance  testing  for  purebred  sheep  breeders  is 
a  must .     The  most  productive  and  most  rapid  gaining  sheep  in  your  flock, 
along  with  good  feeding,  care,  disease  prevention,  neat  and  tidy  farm 
buildings,  and  well  presented  show  animals  will  bring  a  buyer  back  time 
and  time  again. 

The  second  type  of  sheep  breeding  is  CROSSBRED  EWE  PRODUCTION. 
Crossbreeding  has  been  practised  for  years  and  years  in  the  older  sheep 
producing  countries  of  the  world.     Crossbreeding  here  in  Alberta  is 
relatively  new  mainly  because  of  a  lack  of  the  essential  "foundation" 
ewes.     The  idea  of  crossbreeding  is  to  cross  two  or  more  identifiable 
breeds.     It  has  been  acknowledged  that  a  crossbred  ewe  will  produce  more 
surviving  lambs  at  weaning  time. 

The  third  type  is  COMMERCIAL  LAMB  PRODUCTION.     Most  sheep  farmers 
in  Alberta  are  practicing  a  three-way  crossing  system  to  produce  com- 
mercial lambs.     A  good  crossbred  ewe  and  a  ram  of  a  3rd  line  or  identifiable 
breed  will  produce  early  maturing  lambs  which  in  the  long  run,  will  cut 
costs  for  the  producer. 

The  fourth  method  is  FEEDLOT  LAMB  PRODUCTION.     Unfinished  and  weaned 
lambs  weighing  between  50  and  70  pounds  are  bought  and  fed.     Once  a 
desirable  weight  is  reached ...  approximately  110  to  115  pounds  they  are 
then  sold  for  slaughter.     The  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission  plays  a 
major  role  in  carcass  lamb  marketing.     Two  important  mandates  for  the 
Commission  involve  the  INCREASE  in  consumption  of  Alberta  lamb  for  consumers 
and  the  INCREASE  in  production  of  lamb  numbers  from  producers. 

As  the  Alberta  sheep  industry  has  flourished  with  breeders  using  one 
of  the  four  mentioned  sheep  breeding  methods  so  have  the  producers  manage- 
ment practises  flourished.     One  of  the  main  and  most  important  factors 
in  the  Alberta  sheep  industry  is  our  "Record  of  Performance"  testing 
program  or  R.O.P.   as  most  of  us  know  it.     The  principles  of  the  R.O.P. 
program  is  to  determine  the  most  efficient  breeding  animals  in  the  flock. 
Fleece  quality,  rate  of  gain,  growth  rate  and  fertility  are  just  a  few  of 
our  performance  accomplishments.     By  participating  we  show  our  desire  to 
produce  the  absolute  best  quality  in  ewes  and  rams  through  home  testing 
as  well  as  federal  and  provincial  testing.     Alberta  R.O.P.   statistics  have 
moved  us  into  the  international  spotlight  with  a  standard  of  excellence  to 
be  envied  by  all. 


With  approximately  200,000  head  of  sheep  in  Alberta  a  healthy 
competition  between  producers  has  evolved.     This  competition  has 
produced  better  quality  in  our  sheep  and  performance  achievements  that 
can  in  no  way  be  ignored  by  the  rest  of  the  world.     So  it  is  with  pride 
that  the  Alberta  Sheep  Breeders'   Association  is  sponsoring  the  first 
ever  World  Sheep  and  Wool  Congress  at  Edmonton  Klondike  Days  during 
July  1986.     To  quote  the  Congress  Chairman...    "The  first,   the  biggest, 
the  most  diverse  event  ever  offered  to  those  in  the  purebred  sheep 
industry".   End  of  quote.     This  congress  will  generate  enthusiasm  for 
sheep  breeders  from  all  around  the  world  but  especially  for  Alberta 
sheep  breeders.     Next  July  will  be  a  time  for  international  and  local 
guests  to  become  acquainted ...  to  exchange  "technical"   ideas  and  to 
partake  in  some  basic  "wool  shed"  socializing.     It  is  that  very  exchange 
of  ideas  between  sheep  breeders,   international,  national  and  local, 
that  keeps  an  industry  alive  and  stops  it  from  becoming  stagnant. 

The  1986  World  Sheep  and  Wool  Congress  will  be  a  chance  for 
Alberta  sheep  breeders  to  "break  out"  and  show  the  rest  of  the  world 
just  what  our  sheep  industry  has  to  offer  themi ! 

Speakers  of  international  reputation  representing  New  Zealand, 
the  United  States  and  Canada  will  be  on  hand  at  the  technical  session  to 
present  their  ideas  on  successful  sheep  husbandry.     Registrants  will 
be  able  to  formulate  their  own  opinions  after  listening  to  subject 
materials  such  as  "Progress  through  Performance",   Selection  to  improve 
lamb  carcass  traits:  and  "Economic  trends  in  the  North  American  sheep 
industry  in  the  year  2001". 

National  and  international  judges  will  be  put  to  the  test  adjudicating 
worldwide  sheep  entries.     Every  breed  of  sheep  known  to  man  is  eligible 
to  enter  the  International  Show  PROVIDED  they  pass  our  very  high  and 
strict  Agriculture  Canada  Health  Standards. 

An  international  wool  show  will  be  featured.     Fleeces  from  as  far 
away  as  New  Zealand  and  Australia  will  also  compete.     Champion  fleeces 
will  be  auctioned  at  the  Sunday  Congress  banquet.     An  international 
sheep  shearing  competition  as  well  as  an  international  "sheep  to 
garment"  competition  will  be  taking  place.     The  most  interesting  aspect 
about  raising  sheep  is  that  it  is  not  just  confined  to  sheep  production. 
So  in  order  to  cover  the  various  aspects  of   "sheep  and  its'   many  facets" 
there  will  be  an  international  sheep  dog  trial  competition  and  a  wool 
fashion  show.     Not  stopping  there... an  international  trade  fair  will 
be  housed  for  10  days  during  the  fair.     It  is  anticipated  that  dele- 
gations from  Russia,   Japan,   China,   South  Africa,   South  America, 
Scandinavian  countries  and  everywhere  else  will  join  in  the  "first  ever" 
World  Sheep  and  Wool  Congress  for  purebred  sheep  producers.  This 
Congress  will  give  Alberta  Sheep  breeders  the  opportunity  to  join  to- 
gether,  in  harmony,  to  produce  an  Alberta  showcase  for  the  world  to 
see... and  from  this  experience  ...  I  am  conf ident . . . the  sheep  industry 
in  Alberta  can  only  succeed  and  prosper  in  the  years  to  come!

Thus, 
despite  reduced  sheep  inventories,  some  pressure  on  prices  can  be  expected  in 
December.

Over  the  years,   Sheep  Publications  have  provided  many  articles  on 
experiments  and  procedures  which  have  mainly  extolled  virtues  of  profitable 
sheep  production  via  the  merits  of  crossbreeding  to  attain  multiple  births, 
along  with  the  aim  for  small-framed  ewes  as  desirable  production  factories. 
THE  MERITS  OF  STRAIGHT  BREEDING  HAVE  RARELY  BEEN  DEFINED. 

While  granting  that  much  can  be  learned  from  such  articles,   it  is  our 
belief  that  still  greater  financial   satisfaction  may  be  derived  through 
breeding  choice  quality  PURE  BRED  seedstock  in  unison  with  reasonable  livestock 
management  handling  levels.     In  the  next   few  Footnotes  issues  therefore,  we 
propose  to  document  the  background  of  the  WACO  Suffolk  flock  along  with  the 
results  obtained  since  inception.     Our  results  will  correlate  to  a  number  of 
other  successful  purebred  flocks  with  which  Alberta  is  so  well  endowed,  and 
which  have  brought  about  a  good  way  of  life  for  their  breeders. 

The  reason  for  introduction  of  a  high  qualitv  registered  Suffolk  flock  at 
WACO  CATTLE  CO.   came  about  almost  by  accident.     Our  principal  business  for 
upwards  of  forty  years  had  been  that  of  specialized  purebred  cattle  Sales 
Management;  also  development  of  a  registered  Angus  cattle  herd  which  became 
well  and  favourably  known  all  over  this  continent  and  beyond. 

In  the  fall  of  1978  we  were  asked  to  manage  the  first  "World  Legacy  Sale" 
of  HAYS  CONVERTERS  -  a  most  efficient  beef  breed  developed  solely  in  Canada  by 
the  late  Senator  Harry  W.  Hays.     In  the  several   days  of  pre-sale  preparation, 
we  had  time  to  study  and  become  totally  impressed  with  the  Suffolk  flock  at 
the  Hays  Ranch,   for  those  were  close  at  hand  being  prepared  for  a  Flock 
Dispersal  being  held  on  October  18,  1978. 

We  had  long  been  aware  that  the  Hays  Flock  was  founded  on  elite  seedstock 
originating  from  major  Suffolk  breeders  across  Canada.     Since  1956  the  Hays 
flock  had  gained  an  international  reputation,  bred  from  foundations  including 
numerous  Champions  at  major  Canadian  Shows  from  Vancouver  to  Royal  Winter 
Fairs.     The  Hays  Flock  itself  had  produced  innumerable  Champions,  with 
breeding  stock  distributed  throughout  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.,  also  to  Mexico, 
Cuba  and  Japan. 

Since  1968  the  Hays  Flock  had  been  completely  "closed"  to  outside  blood, 
with  the  ensuing  development  program  paralleling  in  many  ways  that  used  for 
the  HAYS  CONVERTER  beef  breed.     Stud  Rams  were  chosen  from  within  the  flock  on 
a  conformation,  weight  per  day  of  age,  and  early  maturing  basis.     Utility  and 
efficiency  were  intensified  within  specific  control  guidelines: 

(1)  EVERY  sheep  had  to  make  100  pounds  at   100  days  of  age  to  be 
retained  for  breeding 

(2)  EVERY  sheep  -  Male  and  Female  -  had  to  be  from  a  multiple 
birth  to  be  retained. 
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As  an  exercise  in  learning  if  Suffolk  sheep  qualities  could  be  visually 
established  in  "family  groups"  as  we  have  done  very  successfully  with  Holstein 
and  Angus  cattle,  we  first  broke  the  Ewe  Lambs  off  into  small  groups,  then 
took  LOT  Numbers  ONLY  on  those  who  showed  the  most  elevation,  body  length, 
style  and  balance  which  we  prefer  to  see  in  all  livestock  breeds.     We  then 
went   to  the  older  Ewe  Elocks  and  jotted  down  the  LOT  Numbers  of  those  with  the 
same  characteristics.     Each  sheep  that  earned  such  special  notice  was  given  a 
"star",  and  it  was  highly  revealing  to  check  all  of  those  for  family 
relationships  -  daughters,  dams,  maternal   sisters,  etc.     By  that  selection 
method,   some  ewes  received  as  many  as  five  "stars"   .    .    .   clear  indication  that 
conformation  characteristics  were  highly  transmissible.     By  this  time,  our 
decision  was  made  to  purchase,  and  only  individuals  from  within  those  special 
"family  groups". 

At  the  Hays  Dispersal,  WACO  purchased  twenty  Suffolk  ewes  with  those 
including  the  Sale  top  Yearling  Ewe,     high  selling  Ewe  Lamb,  also  seven  of  the 
twenty  high  selling  Ewes  and  Ewe  Lambs  at  that  event.     We  had  long  ago  learned 
that  public  appraisal  is  also  an  excellent  criteria  for  establishing  quality, 
and  if  investment  cost  to  obtain  those  is  greater,   then  so  be  it!!     Thus,  the 
foundation  pattern  for  the  WACO  Suffolk  flock  was  laid.

Sheep  Sale  Details  £  Regulations 

1.  FOOT  ROT:     A  veterinarian  representing  the  Alberta  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Veterinary  Services  Branch  and  veterinary  personnel 
representing  the  Canada  Department  of  Agriculture,  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,  will  be  on  hand  to  inspect  all  sheep  arriving  at  all  Sales.  This 
is  not  a  guarantee  that  all  foot  rot  animals  will  be  detected.     For  the 
September  31st  and  October  3rd  Sheep  Sales  where  Foot  Rot  is  suspected, 
the  producer  involved  will  have  two  choices: 

(a)  Take  the  sheep  home  and  treat  them  under  quarantine 

(b)  Sell  them  for  slaughter. 

NOTE:     All  sheep  sold  through  the  Sales  will  have  to  be  loaded  out  of  one  of 
two  designated  chutes.     Sheep  will  be  required  to  go  through  a  special 
formaldehyde  solution  mixed  with  shavings  at  these  chutes  in  order  that  the 
buyer  may  receive  some  protection  against  the  possibility  of  this  sheep  being 
in  contact  with  foot  rot  carrier  sheep.     THIS  RULE  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED. 

2.  Consign  your  sheep  to  Edmonton  Public  Stockyards,   Edmonton,  Alberta. 

3.  All  Feeder  lambs  should  be  docked  and  castrated  early.     Any  ewe  lambs  with 
tails  will  not  be  sold  for  breeding. 

4.  Ewes  and  lambs  will  be  sorted  into  groups  according  to  quality,  age  and 
breeds,  where  possible,  in  lot  sizes  to  suit  a] 1  buyers. 

5.  Contributors  are  requested  to  assist  with  the  sorting  of  their  ewes, 
otherwise  a  charge  for  this  service  may  have  to  be  made.     The  sorting  time 
can  be  speeded  up  if  the  seller  is  on  hand  to  assist  with  the  grouping  and 
marking  of  his  sheep. 

6.  North-Central  Sheep  Sales  charges  will  be  50c  per  head  on  all  ewes  and 
rams . 

7.  Producers,   especially  those  with  large  consignments,  are  urged  to  bring 
their  sheep  to  the  Stockyards  the  afternoon  or  evening  before  the  sale. 
This  will  mean  higher  prices  for  lambs  because  they  are  shrunk  out  and 
also  there  will  be  no  danger  of  sheep  having  to  be  sold  privately  because 
they  were  late  for  the  sale.     All  information  on  distance  travelled  and 
time  of  arrival  of  lambs  at  the  Stockyards,  will  be  announced  in  the  ring.
